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RUSSIA'S BIG 
EXPERIMENT. 


The continued state of trade de- 
preastom in most countries of the 
coupled with 
finaneial, -crises, «is 


recurring 
providing 
Socialists with plenty of material 
for purposes 6f propaganda. -In 
the cireumstances, we need not be 
surprised at the submission that 
capitalism, or — the capitalistic 
system, has broken down, and that 
the future hope of the world is in 
the application of Socinlistie prin- 
ciples. On paper, admittedly, it 
looks an ff something has gone 
seriously wrong with: economics, 
but, at the same time, that does not 
by any means imply that Socialism 
is the remedy. The position would 
be entirely different if there had 
been such a thing as the practical 
upplicntion of Socialism on a large 
scale, for the purposes of ‘com- 
in the results attained. 
There is not; therefore 
Soclaliam can or cannot do still re- 
‘mains a matter of pure speculation. 
Whilst this ig true, it will be 
worth while for a few moments to 
look into hat is happening in 
Russia just now, for in that coun- 
try there is under way the biggest 
attempt ever made to test out 
Socialiatic principles. We refer, of 
course, to the Five-Year Plan, the 
first part of which is in process of 
completion and which is to be 
followed by a second, .M. Bukharin, 
one of the Russian scientists who 
has recently been on a visit to 
England, has been telling the Eng- 
lish people, through the medium of 
one of the leading political reviews, 
precisely what the Sovict is at- 
tempting. He admits ‘that If the 
situation Is: examined ‘statistically, 
the-level of technique, the. indicea 
of production and the degree of 
“wealth” In Russia are still much 
flower than In capitallatic countries; 
but he contends that whereas tre- 
mendous lenps forward are being 
made in Russia, the capitalist world 
is -qreducing production. The 
Soviet ts, he says, developing huge 
creative energy, 50 much so that It 
has an insuMciency of .machinery, 
“people and science, in contrast to 
which the cnpitalist countries can-

He ran too fast and too” 
four; He has seemed too satisfied 
with his butterfly existence in 
Erigland. But the republicnns have 
never been able to agree’ among 
themselves. Five years ago, by 
making ude of the army, General 
Carmona established o  dictator- 
ship. He built up o goyernment 
‘composed of officera of the urmy 
and some of the country’s most able 
civilians, whose ideal was a strong 
government without tov much 
Purlinmentarism. ‘They have preach-, 
ed o doctrine of hard work and 
financial stability and a great deal 
of splendid achievement Is to their 
credit. But the -rexl republicans 
have always Wanted a return to con- 
stitutionnl methods, and the pro- 
gress of the dictator’s programme 
hag been subject to constant inter-- 
ruption by ° sporndie outbreaks, 
From time to time, he has promised 
to meet thelr wishes, but no serious 
attempt has been made -to, carry 
out his promise. In the struggle 
now going on the army has atood 
by the Dictator.

Hyziene Cannedl. Tuesday he 
had dlscoursed on jon and fts part 
in life. Yesterday he asserted that 
over-population was one of | the 
“anngr” of civilisation. 

Tho inerease. in’ the world’s 
population was twelve—prbobably 
fourteen millions n year, he said. 

“Hf that continues It will be 
necessary to put up — noticer, 
‘Standing Room Only. ’-It ia a 
terrible thing to look forward to.” 

Sir Arthur said that civilisation 
was faced with fourteen snaya or 
difficulties, but he would only men- 
tion four, They were: 

The world Ia becoming too full. 

Differential fertility ia tending 
lo lower the standard of the race.

Regarding over-population, Sir 
Arthur said that the birth-rate had 
been going dewn in every civilised 
country except Russia, but was now 
muonting very much in Ttaly and 
Germnny.
